In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., see remark, page 1.^7. Referring to Figure 1 of Applicant's application (i.e., 
US2008/0253339). the first interface of the claimed invention allows the wireless phone 5 to view t erminal 1 as the printer 3. 
Since the wireless phone sees terminal 1 as the printer 3. the wireless phone 5 can send control instructions to the printer 3 to 
print data from the wireless phone 5 onto the printer 3 (paragraphs [611 - [621)) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The applicant arguments the cited prior art(s) use to reiect claim 1 do 
not teach all the limitations. Examiner carefully reviewed and have been considered but the cited prior arts covered all the claims 
limitations of the invention. See the response to argument of the final office action. Therefore, the examiner maintains the final 
rejection and recommends that the applicant amends the claim(s) to distinguish over the prior arts for further execution..
